‘Stories in Occupied by 
Western Union to Be Increased 
From Three to Five—Telephone 
Room a New Feature Designed to 


A contract was signed yesterday for 
the construction of two additional 
floors on the three-story building at 
Now 608-610 South Spring street, to 
be completed within sixty days. The 
building was put up for the Western 
Union Telegraph Company and was 
occupied May 1, last. The two new 
stories will also be occupied by the 
telegraph company. 

Under the recent reorganization, 
made to expand and improve its serv- 
ice, the telegraph company has made 
many changes, the most important of 
which was from the unit system to a 
three-column organization. ‘The coun- 
iry was divided into divisions. , 

Where formerly one management 
controlled all departments of service 
of the company there are now three 
divisions, commercial, traffic and 
plant, each in charge of a division su- 
perintendent. The Pacific Coast divi- 
sion is divided into three districts with 
the district offices at San sco, 
Seattle and Los Angeles. The Les 
Angeles district ineludes Southern Cal. 
ifornia, Arizona and part of Nevada. 

The expansion of the working force 
here with the creation of district 
headquarters made more room impera- 
tive, hence the dcal made for the two 
additional stories. In the new five. 
spory building—ow pied entirely. by 
the telegraph company—the basement 
floor will be used for records and ‘ 
age.. On the first foor will be the 
manager's office and the delivery de- 
partment, including a room.for mes- 
sengers, and the public room for the 
receiving of messages. 

Half of the second floor will be oc- 
cupied by the offices of the commer- 
cial superintendent and agent and 
their respective staffs. The rear half 
will be taken by the affiliated messen - 
ger service and the signal department. 
The entire third floor will be used for 
the telegraph or operating room. On 
the fourth floor will be the offices of 
the district’ traffie superintendent, 
plant superintendent, equipment and 
line supervisors for the district. x 

The fifth floor wil! be taken up witht 
a new feature designed to improve the 
service. It will be fitted uP as a tele- 
phone room where messages fron 
suburban can be received by 
telephone the local offices are
